They were sometimes. told that, the 
chivalry of war was'now dead,-and that 
it was only ‘in the Air Service that any 
relic of the old generous, knightly spirit 
could’ be traced.” At any rate, that war 
not true of the -Royal"Navy or the morcan-’ 
tile inarine, now part of the Navy.

it was, alaa, disastrously true of most of 
our enemies, both on sea and on land.- It 
was one of the special tragedics.ef. this 
war that when it ended there oould not be 
a shaking of hands.
